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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Carl Pelligrini on 7/30/10. 

2. In reference to the claims of the amendment filed 4/30/1 0, the application has 
been amended as follows: 

As to claim 1 , the last two lines are changed to -wherein said secondary IC 

structure is adhesively mounted directly on said first chip face of said base IC structure- 
As to claim 2 , line 23 is changed to -wherein said secondary IC structure is 

adhesively mounted directly on said first chip face of said base IC structure-. 

As to claim 9 , the last line is changed to -wherein said secondary IC structure is 

adhesively mounted directly on said first chip face of said base IC structure-. 

As to claim 10, line 21 is change to - adhesively mounting the first IC structure 

directly on said first chip face of said base IC structure-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
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limitations of the claims listed above in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
102 or 103 would be proper. 

The prior art fails to teach a combination of all of the features in claims 1,2,8, 9, 
1 0, and 1 2. As to claims 1, 2, 9, and 10 , Lee teaches all the limitations except for 
adhesively mounting the auxiliary IC structure directly onto the first chip face of the base 
IC structure. In figure 1d of Lee, the chip 130 of the base IC structure 1 10 is on the side 
opposite to the auxiliary IC structure 110, thus it cannot me mounted directly on the first 
chip face. 

As to claim 8 , Lee fails to teach another auxiliary substrate holding another chip 
on top of the existing auxiliary substrate. Instead, Lee teaches the addition of extra 
chips by extending the auxiliary substrate laterally instead of vertically (see Fig. 2). 

As to claim 12 . see Office Action dated 2/1/10 for reason for allowance. 

The remaining claims are allowed at least because they depend from the allowed 
independent claims above.
